This notification was made in pursuance to instructions from the government 
here. The order is not intended to work hardship on the Spanish troops or the 
fovcrnme-.it, but it was thought best to fix a definite time to end Spanish -rule nnd 
bc"in operations under the United States. It is probable the United States troops 
will go there be-fore that time in order to have them so placed as to preserve order. 
On tho 18th hist.. Gun. Brooke will assume absolute control in Porto P.ieo. whether 
all the Spanish troops have gone or not. The United States will not ship the re- 
main! n» troops to Spain at her own expense. 
In] both. Cuba and Povto Kico the 


customs and regulations already fixed by the president's proclamation, will prevail 
till further notice. 


The war department received a message from C. F. Wade at Havana announcing 


that the United States may land free of duty supplies for the destitute at the ports 
of llahia Honda, Caibaircn and Mutanas.

years. The picture thus revealed is a 
tragic story of invasion, war and con- 
qitisv, larger and longer than that of the 
British isles. 


The earliest inhabitants wero a low 


negroid race similar to the Andaman is- 
landers, who once occupied a large part 
of southeastern Asia and were exter- 
minated or else driven from the main- 
land to tho outlying islands. They found, 
there but little peace, however,-as they 
wero invaded in turn by a dark brown- 
race, of whom, tho Igorrotes ure tho best 
surviving representatives. These wore 
followed by other dark brown men, of 
whom tho descendants are "he Gad- 
danos, Gninaanes, Itaves, Tinguianes 
aud tha Morong negroes. These wero 
followed several centuries later by the 
ancestors of tho Tagals and Visayas. 
Thero was another pause, and then 
about 800 years later came a now in- 
vasion from Borneo by the progenitors 
of the Soulous. Tho process is going on 
today. Tho sultan of Soulou exercises 
a peaceful suzerainty over E. part of 
Borneo, from which he draws warriors 
and sea fighters to strengthen his rulo 
in Mindanao. 


Tho caso of this potentate illustrates 


tho difference between Spanish and An- 
glo-Saxon dominion. His territories in 
Borneo and tho Borneo islands are tin- 
der the British flag, those in Sonloo. 
and Mindanao are tinder tho Spanish. 
Ho is a bravo Malay, a good ruler and 
a duvout Moslem. The British recog-. 
nJ7.o him, pay him an annuity of S2G,- 
000 and leave his religion alone. In re- 
turn they own aud utilize his lauds and 
havo no trouble with him or bis sub- 
jects. The Spaniards, on tho contrary, 
denounce him as a rebel, steal or' de- 
stroy his property and persecute him 
and his followers as heretics. In return 
they gain nothing buc merciless war.
